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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the specification (pg. 6, 
line 24 thru pg .7, lines 1 and pg. 7, lines 16-17) supports the recitation in claims 7 and 19 that content accessible by the sub accounts in 
not limited to a subset of the content accessible by the main account. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner broadly interprets 
this limitation as establishing viewing restrictions for the HoH different from the restriction for the sub account. The examiner asserts that 
this different restrictions does not necessarily mean that the sub account is not limited to a subset of the content accessible by the main 
account as recited in the claims but is not supported in the specfication. Furthermore, the succeeding examples do not teach or suggest 
this feature. In its broadest interpretation, it simply means that both sub account and HoH account do not share the same restrictions but 
separate (regardless of whether one is not limited to a subset of the other) restriction. Based on this interpretation, examiner asserts that 
the claim limitation reads on the Goode reference. 

With regards to argument concerning claims 13, 14 and 27, Examiner asserts that Lotvin teaches this limitation (see col. 9, lines 5-21). In 
view of these remarks, all rejections in the final office action is hereby maintaned.. 
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
